McClellan, 
a neighbor 
whom 
the 


ciazed murderer had also attacked. 


The Scutcheon farmhouse had ap- 


parently always been a happy -home 
except for the cloud which the son's 
invalidism cast over the family. 


Butchers His Family 


Today, with no wirning, Scutcheon 


suddenly murdciouslyVttackcd his son 
with an axe. 
He crushed 
the boy's 


head frightfully. When hifs wife inter- 
fered he. turned on her and pursued 
the frightened screaming .woman from 
the hous-s to the road, 
where 
ho 


knocked her down with his weapon. 
He then rushed back to the house and 
murdered his wife's foster father. 


Next he tried to destroy .himself, 


gashing his throat and wrists with a 
razor and taking some Pans green, 
but his wounds did not weaken him 
and the poison did not take immedi- 
ate effect and. axe in .hand, he re- 
turhs^-to the. rOHfl where he had felled 
his wife, a fe,w minutes before. 


The first blow had not killed her 


and she had been carried into the 
house of Henry 
McClellan. nearby. 


McClellan rushed to. another neigh- 
bor for help. 


Killed By Xcishhor 


When Scutcheon found that his wife 


was in the McCleilan home alive, he 
smashed a window with 
his 
axe. 


jumped through it and again attacked 
her. This time he crushed her skull 
He then loft the McClellan home and 
returned to hi's own house, but when 
Mr. McClellan 
returned 
from his 


search for help the crazed man came 
put and started Over toward him, say- 
ing: "I want you, too." 


"I will shoot you is you come across 


the road." replied McClellan, who had 
armed himself with a shotgun.

came across and McClellan shot him 
dead.

IS SWEPT BY FLAMES 


Because Scott Lauver Wanted 


Revenge on James Crosby 


Many Buildings Burned 


SET MATCH TO TIMBER 


ON OPEN SIDEWALK 


Woman Barely 
Escapes With 


Her Life, Merchant Injured 


and Postoffice Destroyed

Tire that was started in front of the 
Crosby saloon here this morning' at 
4 o'clock by Scott Lauver, who sought 
revenge lor supposed injustice done 
him months ago, destroyed 11 busi- 
ness places and residences, 
caused 


several close escapes' from death and 
threatened to burn up the whole town. 


Lauver deliberately built up a fire 


on the sidewalk in tront ot Crosby's 
place ana then went away. 


For two hours the flames raged be- 


fote the} were discovered, and the 
saloon, where they started, was in 
ruins belore the fire department was 
called. Then, when the volunteer fire- 
men tried to extinguish the blaze, the 
water picssure was not suflicient to 
throw a stream 
on the buildings, 


which were all on the south side of 
the tiack. Several times the flames 
was earned to the north side, but 
were extinguished in time, through 
the efforts of a bucket brigade, which 
also saved the rest of the town At 
1:30 
o'clock this afternoon when the 


fire was at last stopped the following 
structures had been destroyed:

The only structure that escaped com- 
plete incineration in the block was 
Griswold's general merchandise store.

Mrs. Rcick Mai tin, who v>as liv- 


ing in the Grisuold residence while 
that family is visiting in Oakland, ran 
from her bedroom just in time to es- 
cape the (lames. The roof was ablaze 
and she had to jumn through a win- 
dow. 
Friends carried her to a resi- 


dence nearby, and .she was treated 
for her 
injuries. 


E. O. Gnsnnld, owner of tho resi- 


dence in which Mrs." -Martin was liv- 
ing, fell from the roof of the house, 
where he had climbed to extinguish 
sparks, and his jaw was broken. He 
was taken to Reno for treatment 


These two are the only ones report- 


ed among the injured. 


Incendiary Confesses 


Lauver, who caused the loss, was 
arrested 
at 
1 
o'clock, and con- 


fessed to the incendiarism. After Con- 
stable Milo Crosby, uncle of the own- 
er of the saloon, against whom Lau- 
ver holds a grudge, obtained the ad- 
mission of guilt, the constable 
had 


to work hard to prevent some of the 
excited residents from removlna the 
prisoner from the jail, and inflicting 
summary punishmdnt on him. 


His capture and subsequent confes- 
sion formed the exciting climax to 
one of the most eventful periods In 
the history of this place. 
Suspicion 


pointed to him from the first but, 
when arrested, he stoutly maintained 
his innocence. 
His peculiar actions, 
the knowledge of his hatred for Cios- 
by, 
and 
the 
fact 
that 
the 
fire was started on the sidewalk 
in front 'Of Crosby's saloon added .to 
the suspicions of the property own- 
ers, however, and Lauver was pressed 
to tell his reason for committing the 
deed. Finally he told the story. 
He said he had not liked Crosby 
since the latter shot his partner, and 
he had waited until today to satisfy 
the grudge. 
Remaining awake until 
the other residents had all gone to 
bed. 
he gathered planks and tinder 


wood, piled them in front of the 
saloon, which was on the north side 
of Main street, in the block east of 
the Nevada hotel, and started the 
flames. 
Then he went away. The 


fire must have burned from 4 until 5 
o'clock, when it was first noticed by 
the residents.

The S. P. and the Coal Rate* 


I 


T IS RATHER difficult to accept seriously the Southern 


Pacific Railroaa's assertion that an injustice was done 


it bv The Journal in telegraphing to the Interstate Com- 
meice Commission the facts of discriminating freight 
lateb on impoited coal without first giving it a chance to 
i educe those rates 
Rather is it natural to incline to the 


belief that theie would not have t>een an announcement 
of a reduction in those lates'but for the prompt action of 
The Journal m bringing the entire matter to the attention 
ol the Commission 


The facts are verj simple 
Toieseeing me pobbibility 


of a. coal famine in Reno, and thioughout the state, dur- 
ing the next winter the secretaiy of the Nevada Com- 


As a matter of fact,"tooth rates are excessive 
The in- 


vestigation made into the-eastern soft deal monopoli last 
year showed that the railioads, with competition elimin- 
ated by hard and fast agreements for a division of ton- 
nage and the maintenance of rates hauled coal from the 
Clearfield legions, in Pennsylvania to Jersey Citj, a dis- 
tance of approximately 300 miles for $1 It) a ton, and 
that coal was hauled from the Geoige's Creek and Cum- 
berland regions, in Maryland, to Chicago Jar $1 33 a ton, 
the distance being about 600 miles 


The truth is that the Southern Pacific, with an abso- 


lute monopoly o\er coal transportation into Xe\ada has 
fixed the late fiom Rock Spungs to Reno at $6 meiely 
because it had the power to do so. That rate is not justi- 
fied by any other rate for coal transportation o-\er am 
line in America 
It is a case of where might makes right 


and the Southern Pacific has been annually filching thou- 
sands of dollars fiom the people of Nevada because it 
had the power to do so 
4.s*to the rate on imported coal 


this fact is equally obvious 


The rate of $6 30 a ton fiom Oakland has been main- 


tained for the express purpose of keeping imported coal 
out of this market and throwing the coal trade to the 
railroad company s mines in Utan and Wyoming There 
is nothing else to it, and the suggestion that the high 
rate has been maintained foi the short haul meiely as a 
matter of form, because there was no shipment of coal 
from Oakland into Xevada is puerile 
Who is theie to 


deny that if the rate from Oakland into Xe^acla had 
been fixed at a figure proportionate with the length of the 


j J haul, the coal trade of the state would not ha\e gone to 


San Fiancisco at times when the mine prtce in Utah and 
Wyoming equalised the first cost to the dealei' That 
trade would have gone to San Francisco just as suiely as 
Mr Hairiman h\e« or else the Southern Pacific would 
have had to cut its rate from the eastern mines 
The 


rate on imported coal has been a device to keep that coal 
out of Ne\ada and compel the people heqp to pationize 
the railroad mines 


It is therefore fatuous for the S P to try to befuddle 


Reno into thinking that it lias been playing square 
It 


has been filching every possible dollar from the state 
first in mine profits, and later in extortionate freight 
rates 


The amendments to the Intel state Commerce law 


weie enacted last year for the sole purpose of empower- 
ing the Commission to put an end to such practices as 
this 
And rather than feel that we ha\e meuted the cen- 


^ure ol the Southern Pacific, we feel that we Tia\e been 
doing only our plain duty to the community and the 
commonwealth by bringing to the attetnion of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission one of the mos>t flagrant 
of the late atrocities which it is authon/ed and em- 
poweied to correct 
And despite the fact that the S P 


mayr feel aggrieved we shall continue to present this 
matter to the Commission until bv the action which it 


leial League wrote to District Fieight and Passenger Pfom.ses shall be taken at once the cause of Xevjada's 


complaint ,£> removed and a tree and competitive mat- 
ket afforded it for the purchase of its fuel supplv 
Agent Clapp, and received m reply a letter m which one 
01 two things stood out with gieat prominence 
The fiist 


thing was that Reno could not depend upon the Utah 
and Wyoming mines, from which she has been accus- 
tomed to draw her supply, for fuel during next winter 
The situation was pronounced ' very serious indeed,' with 
"no indications of any impiovement" The second thing 
was the advice from the Southein Pacifies chief local 
repiesentative that Tteno draw her fuel supply fiom Brit- 
ish Columbia and Austialia 


In giving this information and in impaiting this ad- 


vice, the S P did not say that, appreciating the senous- 
ness of the situation it would help Reno by reducing the 
rate foi hauling impoited coal from Oakland to this city 
The letter sent to Seoietary Bude was absolutely silent 
on the subject of this rate 
And, as a mattei^ot fact when 


ML Bride allowed The Journal to make a copy of the let- 
tei he stated that he would at once take up the matter of 
rates on impoited coal, and "SEE IF "WE CANNOT GET! 
'JllE PKE&EXT 15 VIE KEDtTCED " This does not look 
as, though there had been any negotiations for a reduction 
in th° rate or as though the S P (which, as everv one 
knows, is a very liberal and charitable coiporation) had 
decided to make the reduction 
Had such been the case 


the S P , in warning Reno to draw its fuel supply from 
the stoies of imported coal at San Fianciseo, w"ould have 
included m us letter a little sentence like this, ' And in 
ordei that this may be done, we have decided to make 
tne late from Oakland to Reno S4 a ton, Instead of $6 30 
the present scheduled rate " A declaration of that sort 
would have been a demonstration that the Southern 
Pacific s charitable inclinations are not the sort that are 
supei induced by a club » 


The facts of the matter are that theie had never been 


a'Suggestion of a reduction in this rate on imported coal, 
and that while it warned Reno that it must depend clui- 
ing the coming winter on fuel from British Columbia 
and Australia there was -no indication that the Southein 
Pacific was minded to relieve the famine danger, until 
The Journal made public the telegram it had dispatched 
to the Interstate Commeice Commission laying bare the 
whole situation 
When that telegram was made public, 


the Southern Pacific quickly decided that it would reduce 
the rate on imported coal $2 30 a ton 
Mr Hairiman has 


recently been through a pretty severe giuelhng at the 
hands of the Interstate Commerce Commission, and it is, 
probably, the policy of the road now'to avoid conflicts 
with that body. 


While the action of the railroad company In thus 


yielding so quickly to a very little pressure is appiecl- 
ated, it cannot be said to be satisfactory 
The editor of 


The Journal had occasion last jear to follow \eiy closely 
and to brief all the testimony -taken in, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission's investigation Into the bitumin 
ous coal monopoly illegally maintained along the Atlantic 
seabord by the Pennsylvahia, Baltimore & Ohio, Chesa- 
peake & Ohio, Norfolk & Western, and New York Central 
raihoafls 
The experience then gained can t>e used to j 


advantage in discussing this situation, since the practice 
of railroads does not ^differ materially 
The evidence 


taken in that investigation 
showed conclusively that 


•\vheiever one of the railroads was interested in coal mines 
along its Jines, its rates were so manipulates and its car 
distribution so handled thatHhe output of the mines In 
which it was interested was readily marketed, while that 
of independent mines could only reach the markets at 
times when the railroad mines were unable to supply the 
demand. 
/ 


This condition obtains today with respect to the TJtah 


and Wyoming mines, which are controlled by the Ham- 
man and Gould interests, and which are absolutely de- 
pendent upon those Interests for car supply 
Now, in the 


matter of rates, there is not an S. P. official who-can de- 
fend the rate on imported coal trom Oakland to Reno 
as fair or justified 
If the'S P can haul coal from Hook 


Spungs to Reno, 900 miles! for $6 a ton, and make money 
by so doing, it can, obviously, haul it from the Long 
Wharf, Oakland, 244 miles, for $2 25 a ton 
That is the 


proportion, on the mileage basis, which the rate for the 
short haul should bear to the rate for the long haul 
From this there Is deductible this Incontrovertible propo- 
sition: 


Eitliav^lho^rato ia too low-for-4he lone liaul, or Hie. 


rate for the shoit haul >s outrageously excessive.

tal. The indications, of trade reaction 
have been felt ever since the disturb- 
ance in the securities market 'gave 
warning of the forces at work to that 
'end. Nevertheless, the extent to which 
those forces' may act and the measure 
oif,dilie:^counterbalancing forces -which 
rria:5':Operate as a check and affect it, 
are so far undisclosed as to lea,ve

A French Economist's Views. 


A reeetit': article by M. Paul Lerpy-

Undertakings Exceed Capital. 


Real capital, he holds, presents an 


insufficient supply for nations whose, 
spirit of enterprise is so far stimulated 
as to lose.sight of all limitations, as 
he maintains, has been the case both 
in the United States and Germany. 
He calculates that the United States 
has undertaken to spend in a single 
year for all industrial and financial 
purposes 
$2.000,000,000" to 
$2,500,-' 


000,000, which . the. annually accru- 
capital of the United States does not 
reac hone-third of that sum. 


Meanwhile, foreign supplies of capi- 


tal were absorbed in unusually large 
home enterprises and were depleted 
also by the-distribution of capital in 
loans and by the San Francisco earth- 
quake. 


From which it has followed that 


users of capital must pay more for it 
in a higher interest rate, and -they 
will have to postpone or extend for 
several years many enterprises for 
w.hich preparations had already been 
made. 


Declining Prices of Metals. 


In the Ne\v York market one of the 


principal restraining factors 'cHiring 
the past.week was the -declining ten- 
dency in the prices of bhe metals. The 
copper market remained in'an unsta- 
ble condition after the reduction made 
previously by the principal producers, 
and sales made below their quota- 
tion. 


• Reports from the iron and steel 
markets were of a falling off in orders 
lor finished products'and a condition 
of complete dullness in, the iron mar- 
ket with fears of a possible deadlock 
between buyers and sellers, such as 
characterized 
the 
copper 
market, 


other metals at the same' time, decliri- 
in gin prices. 


The Iron mid Steel Traile. 


Authorities in the iron trade hava 


foreseen this result and have express- 
ed^ .satisfaction . over the prospect, 
promising a .return to more normal 
conditions, with, an assurance of a 
waiting demand on a readjustment 
price basis sufficient to afford a. con- 
tinuance of highly prosperous condi- 
tions. But the time of readjustment is, 
inevitably, .a time, of '.unsettlernent. 
The sustained activity in the branches 
of the iron and. steel trades is ad-- 
mittedly due to the working off of ac- 
cumulated orders and to the comple- 
tion of plans of construction partly 
entered upon before the shortage.of 
capital became manifest. 
The com- 


pletion of many'of ftiese projects has 
been with money borrowed on oner- 
ous terms. 
» 


The extent to which the curtail- 


ment in future plans of railroads mar 
ease the demand for iron .and stee' 
is, as yet, an unsolved problem. 
In 


1903. which is the latest period for 
comparison of similar conditions the 


. railroads were pushed, for capital sup 


plies and forced to'retrench, but with- 
olit marked effect on the resumption 
of iron products1 until during the sec- 
ond half of the year, when the tradt 
was in deep' depression before-" thi 
expiration .of September.

News of the-crops last week wa
